As 35-year-old Welland mom Tanya 
Lafleur courageously talks about the end 
of her life, she speaks calmly about the 
terminal cancer that has spread through¬ 
out her body. 

The only time she chokes back tears 
is when she thinks of the future that will 
be left behind for her husband of seven 
years, Kevin, and their 17-month-old 
daughter, Magen, whose name was cho¬ 
sen when the couple honeymooned in 
Magen’s Bay all those years earlier. 

“I got a raw deal,” Tanya says of her

L ast Wednesday, Niagara regional Chair 
Alan Caslin presented his first state- 
of-the-region address at a chamber of com¬ 
merce luncheon in Niagara Falls. 

“For far too long, we’ve had a sign in 
the window saying, 'out for lunch, back in 
an hour,” said Caslin. “We must do better. 
Niagara must be 'open for business.' Under 
my leadership and the leadership of my 
council colleagues — Niagara is open for 
business." 

Last Thursday, I tested his statement at 
regional council; unfortunately Ccouncil 
came up short. 


First, Tim Clutterbuck, president of the 
Industrial Power Users of Niagara (IPUN), 
asked council to support their provincial lob¬ 
bying efforts to reduce the cost of electricity 
for Niagara’s largest industries. They find it 
exceedingly difficult to compete with the two- 
cent per kilowatt-hour automatic reduction 
for northern Ontario industries and with the 
cheap industrial power rates in western New 
York. 

Since the region supported IPUN’s similar 
proposal last year (as part of 2014 Niagara 
Week), I thought it would be a no-brainer to 
support its initiative now. 

Instead, the majority of council voted to 
refer the matter to staff for a report sometime 

Later, council considered setting the 2015 


tax rates and ratios. 

When approving the 2015 budget in 
February, council accepted the premise that 
this year’s tax increase would be $27.50 (or 
1.92%) for the average residential property 
valued at $236,134. 

But now, because of new assessment 
growth in commercial and industrial tax 
classes, staff calculated the final residential 
increase at $22.42 (or 1.62%). 

Councillors discussed this $5.08 “benefit” 
two weeks ago and asked for options. Could 
we deliver half the benefit to residential 
property class owners — for a $24.66 or 1.77% 
increase — and use the other half to help 
commercial or industrial businesses? 

When I saw that one of these options 
would reduce the industrial tax burden by 


1.34%, I proposed it to regional council. Since 
this type of reduction was exactly what the 
chamber of commerce suggested a few years 
ago and given the chair's “open for business” 
catchphrase the day before, I expected coun¬ 
cil to jump at this opportunity. 

Instead, only Couns. Brian Heit, Andy 
Petrowski and I supported the idea. Perhaps 
the majority of council wanted to keep the 
“out-to-lunch” sign on the door and voted to 
study the option for 2016. 

Some have used the “open for business" 
slogan at the region before. Maybe it’s time 
to concentrate less on slogans and more on 
delivering results.

Y anagi Mam was built at Imabari, Japan, 
and completed in April 1968. 

The 123.4-metre-long carrier was diesel 
powered and able to handle 7,200 tonnes of 
cargo. 

The Japanese flag freighter entered the 
St. Lawrence Seaway in 1970 but was much 
more at home on the Pacific Ocean and other 
saltwater routes. 

It was sold and registered in Greece as 
Panagia in 1976 and in Malta as Makaris in 
1990. Neither ship made it to the Great Lakes. 

Makaris was on a voyage from Ashdod, 
Israel, to a Romanian port when fire broke 
out in the engineroom while sailing the 
Mediterranean Sea between Cyprus and 
Crete on Aug. 1,1991. The blaze was soon out 
of control and the crew abandoned the ship 
for their own safety. 

The bumed-out hull did not sink and was 
later taken in tow arriving at Piraeus, Greece, 
on Aug. 5. After being idle for several months, 
the ship was sold to Turkish shipbreakers. It 
was towed into Aliaga on Feb. 15,1992, under 
the abbreviated name of Aris, and was broken 
up by Cukarova Celik.

‘Open for business’

Niagara is open for business. 

That's one of the key messages Nia¬ 
gara Regional Chair Alan Caslin deliv¬ 
ered to fellow politicians and business 
leaders during his first state-of-the- 
region address last Wednesday after¬ 
noon at the Scotiabank Convention 
Centre in Niagara Falls. 

“Many of you own or run a business 
— if you were looking for a location for 
a new office that faced roadblocks in 
planning, zoning and permit decisions 
at every turn, you would no doubt take 
your business elsewhere," said Caslin. 

“In the past, Niagara Region has been 
its own worst enemy by not supporting 
the flow of available investment into 
Niagara region. 

“For far too long, we’ve had a sign in 
the window saying, ‘Out for lunch, back 
in an hour.'

He said it’s “vitally important” that 
Niagara, as a council, work together to 
move the region forward. 

“Think of the rowing scenario: If eve¬ 
ryone is rowing in the same direction, 
you definitely get a lot more traction, a 
lot more distance and that’s what we’re 
trying to do right now. We're trying to 
make sure that we’re respectful of eve¬ 
rybody's position, but make sure that 
we all do what’s right for our commu¬ 
nity instead of what's right for an indi¬ 
vidual interest.” 

During his address, Caslin said his 
priorities are to “move our people, 
move our performance and move our 
region forward.” 

He highlighted Niagara’s ongoing 
push to convince the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to approve daily, year-round 
GO train service through Niagara. 

"We need it all the way to Niagara 
Falls. And we need a commitment this 
year,” said Caslin. 

In October, he said Premier Kathleen 
Wynne directed a Niagara delegation to 
come back to her with a detailed busi¬ 
ness plan for GO in the first quarter of 
2015.
